Pope was m a piecanous posi- 


tion 
Colonel Ilaitranft was in com 


mand of his brigade in I ho absence 01 
Geneial TVrrero almost at the inception 
of the movements for Pope's relief, and 
confiorjted the enemy on the Kipidan 
The Confederate army moved north and 
Ilartranft retired acioss the Rippihan- 
nock, coveung the rear ol Pope's army 
Whpii the conflict at Mitnassas—thebec- 
ood Bull Run—opened Colonel Harl- 
ranlt was a part ol Ferreio's brigade 
which was ordered to support G-iabam's 
batteiy 
Ihe brigade sustained aeveial 


desperate chaiffes, when by a misunder 
standing onaol the regiments, undei the 
direct command of Ferreio, retued, but 
Haitianft held the position with the two 
otber regiments and pievented the cap-

Burnaide's corps, located neai the budge 
known as Bridge No J, now better 
known as the Buiuside Budge 
The 


regimeui still formed a pait of Ferrero's 
Brigade, which was held in reserve until 
an interesting moment, as we shall see 
The conflict at this bridge and the dash 
and gallantry with which it was finally 
taken is still remembered as one of the 
most brilliant achievements of the great 
battle of that day 
Tbe ground occupied 


by the Confederates neai the bridge was 
favorable for their defense

of undulating hills, their crests com- 
manded m turn by others in their rear 
The bridge itself is a atone structure of 
three arches, with a stone parapet above.

York, under the command of Colonel 
Pattei was right behind him, and al 
though terribly torn, came on

J-iftj Hist Pennsylvania stopped a mo- 
ment to rest protected somewhat tiom 
the enemy's Bre 
It was a moment of 


extreme importance and greit peril 
Hesitation meant disaster 
Swinging 


tbe regimental colors with a cheer Colo 
nel Ilartranft leaped to the fiont and 
was the first man on the bridge Wildly 
his men followed and as wildly cheering 
as they came on, followed the Fifty "irst 
New York 
A r,un of death swept 


across the bridge, but the tall colonel in 
the lead went through it unhurt The 
bridge was taken and the way fnr Burn 
side's advance was open 
The famous 


charge of Napoleon at Arcola, which has 
been told a thousand limes in song aud 
story, was like it—it was uo moie splen- 
did 


After Lee's re reat Burnside, m com- 


mand of the auny of the Potomac, ad- 
vanced to Tredencksburg and Colonel 
Ilartranft's regiment formed part of the 
Ninth Corps, which was on the right 
centre, and he was engaged m the hot 
light al St Mary'a Hill and m other en- 
gagements, where he continued to dis- 
pla> those inherent qualities of a soldier 
which had already attracted the favor 
able attention of his commanders 
In 


the St Marv's Hill fight, in which he 
wis greitly exposed, the Union aimy 
lost 7 800 men in less than half an houi 
His merits weie now so much appreciated 
that when the Ninth Corps was sent to 
cover Grant's movements on Vicksburg 
Colonel Ilartianft was given the com- 
mand of a bugade. lie was taken sick 
on toe advauce maich to Jackson, where 
Sherman defeated Joseph E Johnston, 
but heduected the advance from an am- 
bulance 
Again m this light he was con- 


spicuous for his adroitness m handling 
his mea, his coolness and bis courage 


One ot the most skilful and well man- 


aged movements during the war was the 
march of Colonel Ilartranft, then com- 
manding a division, from Lenoir to 
Campbell's Station to intercept General 
JLongstieet 
The Confederate geneial 


having left Bragg at Chattanooga, came 
iu contact with a part of Barnside's 
army on its march from Kuoxville, and 
he determined to cut it ia two, aud de- 
atioy it 
In order to do tbia he maicbed 


upon Campbell's Station with the pur- 
pose of deatroymg the track there, pierce 
the Union hue, and thus cut off Burn- 
side from bis baae of supplies 
Tina plan 


was discovered almost too late 
Hart- 


rautt with his division was at Leuoir 
He was informed that Longatreet was 
on the duecl road to Kooxville, and 
would reach Campbell's Juuctioii the 
next day 
Campbell's Station was the 


key to the situation, and Lougstreet'a 
airival there unopposed would be fatal 
to Buinside's army 
Ilartrinft was di 


reeled to check this ad vance, and moved 
with his promptness, and made his dis- 
positions with his usual care 
One of the 


most important tbmga to be done waa to 
get tbe heavy aitillery at Campbell's 
SlattoQ m lime 
The roads were bad, 


heavy aud full of holes

the guns after them in places where tbe 
horses and mules could be of no service.

In tbe action at the \Veldon Railroad 


(August 18 Ibdl), wheu be beat b<.ck

Hartranfc nearly lost his own life m a 
charge as intrepid as that on the Burn 
ide Budge at Anlietam 
He had been 


sent forward late in the afternoon to 
support General Ayres 
Having ieas">n 


to fear that an attack was contemplated 
m another quartei, aud feelmg salislied 
that Ayers was able to take rare of him- 
self, General Haitrauft decided to fake 
the responsibility of inovitg m tli«diree 
tion of tbe heavy firing which indicated 
that Crawford's division nas being hotly 
attacked 
Coming up on the run Ilart- 


ranft met General Mahone Hashed with 
a successful assault upon Ciawford, 
whom be bad touted 
Mahone had 


turned to throw his forces upon the 
weakest point m Warren's hue when be 
found himself thus confronted 
As 


promptly as possible under tbe circum- 
stances but with great care, General 
Ilartranft formed his line, aud advane 
ing rapidly beat back tbe euemy and 
saved tbe day 
His horse was killed un 


der him, and tor a moment it seemed 
that he would be eitbei killed 01 cap 
tured 
He however, managed to save 


himself and successfully direct the fin 
ther movement of his forces 


Six thousand raw Pennsylvania troops 


were formed into a division in Deeem 
her, 1804 and the command of it was 
given to General Hirtianft 
In a ^ery 


short time he bad drilled and disciplined 
these six regiments so thoroughly that 
they marched and fought like veteians, 
upon whom he felt he could depend m 
any crisis 
The occasaion for them to 


show their mettle was soon to arise 
In 


the last week of March, 1605, General 
Wilcox's division held tbe important 
position, 
Fort Steadman, which was 


close to the Confederate line, aud direct- 
ly opposite Fort Mabone, in possession 
of the enemy 
The lebels bad nicknam- 


ed Fort Mahone ' Fort Hell, ' and che 
Union Soldiers in retaliation had given 
Fort Steadman the name of Fort Dam- 
nation " Between these two forts tbe 
picket lines of the two armies came with- 
in a tew yards of each other 
In some 


way the Confedeiate G-euet il Goidon, 
afterward a Um ed States Senatoi from 
Georgia, got bis pickets over the line, 
broke through iu the early morning of 
March 25 and captured Fort Steadman 
Having thus pieiced our lines, he was

The 
Business 
Men's 
Republican 


League makes a suggestion, in its 
address to the people, issued last week, 
o( whicu Mr. Quay, likely, will not 
accept. They want him to run for State 
Treasurer. They adopt a resolution in 
which they aay: 


"For the purpose of settling this con-

He, as State Treas- 
urer, inaugurated and fostered the sys- 
tem of personal profit by the use of 
public moneys, which has been an im- 
portant issue in this contest. He repre- 
sents, in every sense, the evi!s against 
which self-respecting Republicans have 
revolted. He is the source and incarna- 
tion of the evils of the system which 
bears his name. 


•'Let him thus makothe issue—distinct 


and direct—leaving the final decision to 
toe people, if Mr. Quay fears to sub- 
mit his candidacy to the people, and in 
Uie face of his repudiation, by their 
direct representatives, insist npon claim- 
ing a seat m the United States Senate, 
through the unlawful act of a sub- 
servient Governor, he will intensify and 
prolong the contests until he is repudiat- 
ed by a future Legislature, and pre- 
cipitates disaster and defeat upon the 
oiher candidates who bear the stamp of 
his machine."

of the House of Lords, the Senate of the 
I'nited States is likely to last as long as 
any other political institution in this 
country. 
Unlike the Senators of the 


several States, which have no strong 
reason for existence, the Federal Senate 
is one of the compromises on which the 
L'uiou was formed. Even if the largei 
States should be desirous of destroying 
the unequal representation of the lessei 
States, the latter are numerous enough 
to prevent any jtnieudnieiit of the Con- 
stitution in this lespect, 
Hence, as the 


Senate is likely to stay, it is anything 
but desirous that, its character should he 
degraded by such an act as the admis- 
sion of Mr. Quay to its membership after 
the State of Pennsylvania has rejected 
and repudiated bim. 


lint with all the bluster and bravadc 


about Mr. Quay's admission OH Gov- 
ernor Stone's brief, there is no proba- 
bility that the Senate will reverse its- 
own piecedeut denying the constitution- 
ality of such admission. All the brap 
is for home consumption in order tc 
keep upon the impression among the 
camp followers that Mr. Quay will go 
buck to the Senate and remain the dis- 
penser of Federal spoils, with power to 
resard his adherents and punish his 
enemies. 
The industrious propagation 


of this belief is doing much to discourage 
the Independent Republicans and to 
throw the 
coming State Convention 


under the control of the Quay machine. 
"With this accomplished, the Governor's 
ceitilicate as a campaign ruse would 
ji.tve served its purpose. 


To say nothing of the large majority 


of Senators who. after full discussion, 
declared that 
Henry W. Corbett, ot 


Oregon, was not entitled to a seat on a 
much better claim than that of Mr 
Quay, there is no doubt that in the mi- 
nority are many sober-minded Senators 
who do not desire to disturb this solemn 
precedent. It is desirable in the Senate 
of the United States, as in other judicial 
tribunals, Miat there should be an end 
of controversy—a maxim which the mi- 
nority will recognize as readily as the 
majority.

Equestrian Statue of tlio 1'oiinsylvjinla Gen- 


eral Unveiled ut Kurrlsburg. 


The bronze equestrian statue of General 


John F. Hartranft was unveiled in Capitol 
Park, Harrisburg, Friday afternoon in the 
presence of a large number of people. 


At the unveiling ceremonies there were 


preeeut many of the survivors of General 
Hartrauft's division, together with dis- 
tinguished soldiers and statesmen. One 
of the guests of honor was Gen. H. Kyd 
Douglass, of Hagerstown, Md., who was 
an aide on the staff of General ''Stone- 
wall1' Jackson. 


The statue, which was designed by F. 


Wellington Kuckstuhl, of New York, is 
regarded as one of the most artistic and 
lifelike equestrian statues in this country. 
It represents General Hartranft returning 
from war and receiving the plaudits of the 
people. 
It is 14 feet high. 


The monument was erected by the State 


last November at a cost of $18,000, but 
owing to the absence of many Pennsylva- 
nia troops ou account of the Spanish- 
American war, the unveilng ceremonies 
were postponed.

ed the exercises. The statue was unveiled 
hy Miss Lenora Einbick, daughter of ex- 
Representative M. A. Embiok, of Boiling 
Springs, a member of the Ilartranft di- 
vision.

A Million From the Schools. 


Governor Stone Cuts Down tlte State Ap- 


propriation. 


Governor Stone in disposing of the Gen- 


eral Appropriation bill has stricken off $1,- 
000,000 of the allowance of $11,000,000 
made by the Legislature for the support of 
the common schools of the State during 
the next two years. The records of his ac- 
tion on the bill have been filed in the State 
Department. 
In cutting the school fund 


the Governor is carrying out his frequently 
expressed intention of making enda meet 
in the Commonwealth's financial affairs. 


The $1,000,000 item which he vetoes ia 


that providing for the purchase of text- 
books. The giving of the text-books ap- 
propriation was begun by the Legislature 
of 1895, and the Governor says that, as the 
schools now have their books, the allow- 
ance for that purpose is not necessary. 


The normal schools will also feel the ef- 


fect of the Governor's economical policy. 
They are given their customary allowance 
for the coming year, but for the second 
year of the Legislative term, beginning 
June 1, 1900, they will get no State aid. 
The year's notice, the Governor thinks, 
will give them opportunity to arrange the 
plans to fit the changed circumstances. 


A number of extra legislative employes 
id their salary appropriations vetoed by 


the Governor, and some of those whose 
bills for the session of 1897 got through the 
aat Legislature also lose the pay almost 
within their grasp. 


Altogether the Governor calculates that 


by the cut in the school fund and the 
pruning of other appropriations he will 
save the State $1,500,000 in the next two 
yeaiq.

morning with the news that Peter A. 
•Sheads, a conductor on the Western Mary- 
laud railroad, had dropped dead at New 
Oxford while about to start hia train from 
that place. He had complained for a day 
or two of not feeling welt, but nothing of 
a serious nature was feared. 
He ran hia 


train as usual but while at New Oxford, 
where he had alighted for orders, he com- 
plained of feeling very unwell. He said 
to his brakeman, Harry Bailey, that he 
would go into the smoking car and take a 
seat. Aa he reaobed the door, however, 
he fell unconscious. 


He was carried to the platform and made 


comfortable, and Dr. Sheets aent for, who 
responded promptly, but found on his ar- 
rival that life had-fled. The cause of hie 
death was apoplexy. The remains were 
brought to Gettysburg on Wednesday 
morning. 


Mr. Sheads entered the employ of the 


old H. J., H. & G. R. R. Company about 
20 years ago, serving in the capacity of 
brakeman, baggage master and conductor, 
remaining with the company after its con-

The other 
man then jumped out of the rear window 
o! tbe post oflice and as they ran up 
through the yard toward the barn, Mc- 
Cullough fired at them again from another 
window, but evidently missed both times. 


The alarm was then given to the ueigh- 


borsand Postmaster Young notified. About 
the same time a man was seen to drive 
across the Public Square and down Cham- 
bersburg street, out Washington street, 
and on down the Taneytown road. 
He 


was followed by policeman Chas. ICappes, 
Chas. A. Troatle and Albert McCullough, 
who caught up with him near Sedgewick. 
After searching him and Borne explanation 
they allowed him to pass on, as he proved 
to know nothing of the affair. 


The safe was opened in the morning 


and everything appeared as it had been 
left the evening before. 


One of the men is described as being 


tall and fairly stout. He had on dark 
clothes and a slouch hat. 
The other was 


of medium size. 


Aa yet no trace or clue haa been discov- 


ered as to the identity of the culprits. 


Both shots fired by Mr. McCullough 


took effect in the roof.

Tbe acknowledged scarcity of well- 


bred and well-formed beef cattle in the 
country at the present time doubtless 
accounts in a laige measure for the im- 
proved prices paid by dealers and ship- 
pers for the class of cattle suitable for 
the export trade. This fact also accounts 
in a great meaair.-e for the active de- 
maud tor pure-bred bulls of the beef 
breeds and the higher prices which are 
being realized for such animals. It is 
gratifying, says a writer in .Farmer's 
Ailrocntc (Can ), to know that the farm- 
ers of Canada are waking up to a reali- 
zation of the situation and of the needs 
of the times and are, in increasing num- 
bers, acting on their conviction and put- 
tins themselves in line with the require- 
ments of our markets, as they apply not 
only -'c beef cattle but also to dairy pro- 
ducts, pork and poultry. There is, how- 
ever, yet much room for improvement 
and expansion in all these lines and we 
reed have no fear of over-stocking the 
market if we are only careful to produce 
tne best quality. The live stock market 
reports furnish interesting reading for 
farmers and feeders and the startling 
differences between the prices of well- 
bred cattle for beef and those paid for 
ill-bred animals should lead all who read 
to ehtnsh the ambition to improve their 
stock and thus to share in the best prices 
going. It is not at all uncommon to 
note a diffeience of 75 cents to 51 per one 
hundred pounds between the prices paid 
for a bunch of ordinary ill-bred butcher's 
cattle aveiaginn 1,000 pounds, and that 
of a well-bred and well-linished lot of 
export cattle averaging 1,350 pounds,

HOtr PASTURE. 


There is seldcaa a spring that tbe 


farmer does not have more work to do 
thau he thought for during the winter. 
Brood sows to look after, laobs that 
need lots of care iu order to make them 
live, the little calves to feed and many 
other things that every farmer is perfect- 
ly familiar with. Xointelligent farmer, 
says a writer iu J/a-Ai'van farmer, over- 
looks the^e txtia chores,for he knows that 
to do so ineaus loss to him every time. 
With this class of farmers each depart- 
ment must be arranged long before time 
lor use and then when the busy season 
comes on it is not all the time "hurrah 
boys" but every day the work goes on 
and >it the eud of the week, month 01 
season, everything has been cared for in 
a businesslike way. .Early iu the spring 
the individual brood sow's neat must be 
got in good shape for the occupant. 
Suilieient ground feed to last till the 
pigs get large enough to eat other feed 
must be on baud several weeks bofore 
time for use, for when tbe time comes to 
use it the farmer may not have time to 
go and get it, or the weather and ro ads 
be in too bad a condition to venture out. 
Some farmers saj that pigs can stand 
more cold, stormy weather than lambs. 
1 do not think so. I do not know but 
what they will aland as much stormy 
v.-iMther as a lamb, but I do know that a 
lamb or pig, either one, if out, in a cold 
storm till they are about de<id never get 
eatueiy over it no matter how good care 
is given them iatp;- ou. Hogs like all 
ocher kinds of stock must be protected 
from the cold anJ storm. If a farmer 
thinks he can make money out of hogs 
aud let them have a damp, cold place to 
sleep in, a snow bauk or mud puddle to 
eat from and then let the pigs come 
whenever it happens regardless of sea- 
sons aud paying no attention whatever 
to the quality of sires used, be will find 
out sooner or later that he is mistaken. 
I do not care at what price one markets 
his bogs it cannot be done with a profit 
when handled in any such way as this. 
But tins id not aayiug that hogs cannot 
bu marketed at a proflt, for you know 
that they can as well as I do, though the 
market value be only 3 cents per pound 
live weight. The question is, how are 
we goiuc to manage our swine industry 
this summer, so we may realize the great- 
est possible gain ? Let every raiser of 
ho« write over his hog house door the 
wo.'d "pasture,'' then every time he 
go-s out to feed his hogs it will remind 
hi u of what they should have. 
By pas- 


turing, hogs can be raised at a good 
rofit.

Ifwill be admitted readily by a very 


large percent, of men engaged in ail lines 
of business that times' have greatly 
changed and that methods of doing busi- 
ness have changed decidedly, says Spirit 
of the West. New conditions must be 
met. 5To intelligent or well posted man 
will doubt the above, yet we have alto- 
gether too many farmers and breeders 
who have made very few changes in the 
method of producing horses as regards 
breeding a higher class and also in ca 
of 
the colta and maturing them for 


market. Somehow or other the same 
ambition to produce a first-class colt, is 
not as strong as to prod uce Qrst-eiass corn 
wheat or oats. The impression prevails 
that the colt will, some time or other 
without much care or attention grow 
into a horse and sell at the average mar- 
ket price. There was a time when this 
was true but that time has gone by. 
From the time the breeder contemplates 
breeding a colt he must begin to care- 
fully study all the conditions. In the 
tirst place he must breed to a first-class, 
well-bred, stylish, good-gaited stallion 
and when tbe produce arrives he must 
count on giving it the beat possible oppor- 
tunity to develop as quickly as possible 
aud be ready for market. The growing 
and developing process is just as import- 
ant as the breeding and unless both are 
judiciously looked atter and wisely per- 
fotmed, the result will not prove satis- 
factory. As time advances other con- 
ditions will follow that will have to be 
met just the same way. Conditions at 
the present time differ fiom those of 
twenty years ago. There is only one 
way to succeed and that is to keep up 
with the times.

Some Rhubarb .Recipes. 


Stewed Rhubarb.—Cut in shoit pieces, 


and stew in very little water, sweeten to 
taste, and serve with boiled rice and 
sweet cream. 


Uhubaib and Currant Jam.—Use halt 


as much black currants as rhubarb and 
allow one pouud of sugar to every pound 
of fruit. Boil slowly together until 
done. 


Ddked liliubaib.—Slice as much rhu- 


barb as required, and jmtiu au earthen 
dish, sprinkle it liberally witu sugar in 
layers, aud add half a chopped lemon. 
Bake slowly until soft. JLet it stand un- 
til cold. 


litmbarb Marmalade.—feel six or- 


anges, take away tbe white rinds and 
pips, alice the pulpaod peel into a preser- 
ving kettle, add a quart ot finely cut 
rhubarb, and 1} pounds of sugar. 
Boil 


slowly until done. 


Khubarb with Figs.—Take six pounds 


o£ rhubarb (weighed after peeled and 
cut.), a quarter of a pound of candied le- 
mon peel, and one ot figs; cut the rhu- 
barb, figs and lemon peel quite small, 
place the peel and figs over the rhubarb, 
cover with live pouuds of moist sugar, 
and let stand until next day. Thau 
boil slowly tcgether for 
one 
hour. 


Preserved Khubarb.—Peel and cut up 


the rhubarb, boil in very little water till 
reduced to a pulp, allow one pound of 
sugar, one ounce ot sweet almonds 
(blanched aad chopped) aud half a letuon 
cut in three slices, to every pound of 
pulp; boil slowly for an hour, remove the 
lemon peel, and put the presetves in 
jara. 


lihubarb Pudding.—Prepare little cups 


for baking, aud place a large spoonful ot 
stewed and sweetened rhubarb in each. 
Pour boiling water on one pine of bread 
crumbs, and then drain. 
Add to tbe 


bre.id a well beaten egg, one tablespoon 
oi sugar, a little nutmeg, and mix well 
together. 
Tuiu this upon the thubarb 


in the cups, and bake. Serve with cream 
and sugar, or whipped cream. 


Khubarb Jam.—Peel and cur. the rhu- 


baib mto nice slued pieces, and to every 
quart add one pound of good moist su- 
gar. Put the sugar over the rhubarb 
aud leave it 24 hours to extract the juice. 
The sugar will sink but not dissolve. 
The next day boil the sugar and juice 
together foi 20 minutes. After it begins 
to boil put in the rhubarb, and boil slow- 
ly 20 minutes longer. Stir as little as 
possible in oider to keep the pieceof rhu- 
barb whole—MAKY P.
